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The  1985-86  year  was  inundat- 
ed with  disaster  and  crises. 
The  Columbian  volcano  (I)  un- 
expectedly killed  thousands  of 
people.  Another  severe  de- 
stroyer was  the  Mexican 
earthquake.  Terrorism  abroad 
created  the  Achille  Laura  inci- 
dent, TWA  hyjackings,  and  at- 
tacks on  the  Athens,  Rome, 
and  Vienna  airports  (5).  Air 
disasters  were  numerous  (6). 
The  announcement  of  Rock 
Hudson's  eventual  killer  AIDS 
precipitated  on  AIDS  scare 
and  much  publication  con- 
cerning the  issue  (4).  Perhaps 
the  greatest  shock  of  the  year 
was  the  explosion  of  the  space 
craft  "Challenger"  carrying 
the  first  civilian  in  space, 
Christa  McAuliffe  (3).
